FUNDING SUMMARY

SENATE FILE 430

This Bill appropriates atotal of $78.5 million from the General Fund and 597.9 FTE positions to the
Department of Cultural Affairs (DCA), the lowa Economic Development Authority (IEDA), the Board of
Regents economic development programs, the lowa Finance Authority (IFA), the Public Employment
Relations Board (PERB), and lowa Workforce Development (IWD) for FY 2014. Thisis an increase of
$40.8 million and 19.2 FTE positions compared to estimated net FY 2013.

The Bill transfers funds between IEDA programs, and allocates and appropriates atotal of $7.7 million for
supplemental FY 2013 funding. The Bill also appropriates atotal of $8.3 million from other funds for FY
2014. Thisis an decrease of $5.7 million compared to estimated net FY 2013.
